EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduction 


The statistics in this bulletin have been 
compiled from reports of workers! compensation claims 
occurring during 1977-78. In previous years statistics 
have been compiled on a 'cases finalised' basis. Figures 
for 1976-77 and 1977-78 are therefore not strictly 
comparable. See note under scope and coverage for effect 
upon the statistics. The reports are submitted by 
insurance companies, self-insurers and State Government 
departments. Prior to 1969-70, statistics appeared in the 
annual reports of the Department of Labour and Industry but 
the two series are not strictly comparable because of 
definitional, conceptual and classification changes. 


Attention is directed to the fact that reports 
are submitted voluntarily by insurers. Close liaison has 
been established by the Bureau with insurers for the 
purpose of achieving and maintaining coverage and accuracy 
in the collection and co-operation has generally been good. 
Under present arrangements, however, there is no effective 
way of checking to ensure that reports are received for all 
claims coming within the scope of the collection and it is 
considered that coverage is deficient to a degree largely 
because of the recording systems in use in some insurance 
offices. It is likely that the extent of this deficiency 
varies from year to year and caution should therefore be 
used in drawing any conclusions regarding the trend in the 
statistics over time. The principal value of the 
statistics lies in the detailed analysis which has been 
carried out to show accidents classified by industry group, 
occupation group, accident factor, nature of injury, site 
of injury, month of occurrence, age group and duration of 
time lost. 


Comparison of 1977-78 statistics with earlier 
years: In the preceding paragraph users are warned tha 
inter-year comparisons of statistics may not be valid. 
This is particularly so in relation to the 1977-78 
statistics and any comparisons that might be made with 
earlier years. An apparent drop of 2 000 occurred in the 
number of industrial accidents. This apparent drop was 
confined to males - industrial accidents involving females 
showed an increase. While there is evidence to support a 
decline (e.g. general insurance statistics showed a fall in 
workers' compensation claims paid) investigations show that 
some under-reporting has also occurred. 


From 1977-78 the statistics represent industrial 
accidents reported by insurers as occurring during the 
financial year. Reports are received until 31 October at 
which time insurers estimate time lost and compensation to 
be paid for any outstanding accidents which occurred in the 
financial year. 


Previously reports were tabulated on the basis of 
claims finalised in a particular financial year by insur- 
ers. This differed from the 1977-78 collection in the 
following ways: 


(a) accidents may have occurred in the year in which 
the claim was finalised or during some earlier 
year; 


(b) the methods used by insurers for determining 
when claims are finalised vary greatly; 


(c) im many instances there exists a considerable 
time-lag between the finalisation of claims and 
the completion of reports. 


The change in collection basis meant that aporox- 
imately 2 400 accidents that would have, under the previous 
definition, been included in the 1977-78 statistics were 
excluded. On the other hand, a large number of accidents 
which would have been previously excluded (not finalised in 
1977-78) are included. 


Each original claim has been regarded es a 
separate accident and although reports have been received 
of re-opened claims, details of these are enly included in 
the tabulations appearing on page 29. The total coast of 
re-opened claims during 1977-78 was $116 893. 

Only persons within the coverage of the Tasmanian 
Workers' Compensation Act 1927 are included. Notable 
exclusions are self-employed persons, all Australian 
Government employees and police officers. Exelusion of 
self-employed persons is likely to have a marked effect on 
figures for industries where self-employment is prevalent 
(e.g. retail trade, rural industries). Because of the 
exclusion of Australian Government employees, some industry 
classifications are not covered at all (e.g. defence 
services and communications), while coverage is reduced in 
other industries. 


Definitions 


For the purpose of this collection the following 
definitions have been adopted: 


Industrial accident: An event resulting in a 
compensated work injury causing death cr absence 
of the injured person from work for one day or 
more. Disease cases and accidents occurring 
during journeys or recess periods are included. 


Accident factor: Interpreted in general as that 
underlying agency, other than human failing, 
which appears to contribute most materially to an 
accident and which would be most likely to 
receive attention in preventing recurrence of a 
similar accident. A detailed list of accident 
factors is shown on pages 8-11. 


Time lost: The actual time lost from work of persons 
reported to be temporarily or permanently 
partially incapacitated as a result of a compen- 
sated work injury. 


Cost of claims: Includes compensation for wages lost 
and for hospital and medical expenses; and also 
lump sum settlements of cases reported as 
occurring during the year ended 30 June 1978. 
The cost of claims shown in this publication 
differs from the amount shown under Workers' 
Compensation claims in fire, marine and general 
insurance statistics in other Bureau 
publications. The latter relate to accounting 
periods ending at various points of time during 
the year ended 30 June 1978 and include the cost 
of cases which did not involve absence from work 
of one day or more; provision is also made for 
the estimated liability for claims outstanding at 
the end of the accounting year. 


Industry: Classified in accordance with the 
Australian Standard Industrial Classification 
(ASIC). This classification differs from the 


1966 Population Census Classification of 
Industries used in this bulletin prior to the 
1971-72 issue. 


Occupation: Classified in accordance with the 1971 
Population Census Classification of Occupation. 


More details of industry and occupation classi- 
fications may be made available on application to this 
Bureau or to the Tasmanian Department of Labour and 
Industry.
